OBK JURY SCANDALS. 


W hen there is failure of substantial jus. 
tice through misuse of the jury system, it 
is popular to assail the system it-elf as at 
fault. 
Men in their heat are too prone to 
condemn the machinery *f the law when 
its mismanagement is due only to admin­ 
istrators of the law. 
That Sacramento 
eouutv is gaining an unenviable notoriety 
abroad for failure of juries to convict is 
not to be den ¡cl. 
It i» notorious that our 
juries defy instructions and the law, and 
render verdicts in the very teeth of evi­ 
dence, or fail to agree where there ought 
to be no shadow of doubt. 
From Police 
Court to Superior Court, these shameful 
resulta arc from tim e to time recorded. We 
have the remarkable instance now pre­ 
sented of a confessed criminal securing bis 
clearance through the deplorable weak­ 
ness, or th e' corruption] of jurors, and 
yielding up to bis victims at the same 
tim e the money which he was charged 
with having stolen 
from them. 
The 
Court that presided over the panel does 
not hesitate to declare from the bench that 
the verdicts referred toare outrageous, and 
while discharging the defendant to ex­ 
press its firm conviction of his guilt. 
W e hut reflect the general sentiment 
when wc say that tiiere is corruption in 
tin’ handling of jurors in Sacramento 
county, and that it must he broken up 
once 
and 
for 
all, or 
local 
anarchy 
will 
ensue. 
The tiling has 
gone too 
far. 
It must he made possible to hunt 
tlie 
professional jurymen, 
the 
weak 
and the vicious, out of the panels; 
it 
must he possible to secure from our «Super­ 
visors lists of citizens whose names will 
put the verdicts of juries drawn from them 
beyond reproach. If it is true that the lists 
as made up arc open to the suspicion of (ic­ 
ing selected with a view to probable ver­ 
dicts of acquittal, then there must lie such 
radical reform that the suspicion will 
hereafter have no possible foot to stand 
upon. 
If it is true that the ballots can be 
so manipulated—by reason of chosen ones 
being secured by a 
bit of adhesive m ix­ 
ture to the inner 
walls of the box, 
or by peculiarly folded] ballots sensible 
to 
discrimination 
by touch— that any 
given name can be drawn at will, then 
the whole machinery o f the drawing must 
lie revolutionized, and 
the agents that 
make corruption easy, got so far out of the 
■way that the community will utterly lose 
sight of them as factors in the judicial sys­ 
tem . 
The statement comes to us direct that 
.* une of the most noted detectives and 
skilled thief-takers in tlie State opcnlv 
sjieak of Sacramento county as a haven of 
refuge for the criminal, w ho-can, by certain 
moans that arc well understood, here make 
his acquittal sure if lie has money. These 
detectives go so far as to declare that eon- 
viction for anything but minor o Acuses i» 
simply impossible here - * long as our juries 
are manipulated as they allege they are. 
The people of ¡Sacramemo have worked 
too hard in building this community, have 
toiled too long and overcome too many d i­ 
stado» to gain tins heritage, to sit silent 
under this bitter reproach. 
They must of' 
fe«-t reform, speedily, lawfully, orderly 
They may endure for a time the slinging 
eproaeh that, while lottery agents in «San 
Francisco proceed with great sccresy and 
«caution, and yet .ore frequently caught and 
are punished in .Sacramento they openly 
and defiantly peddle and advertise their 
rCm trahand wares, make no concealment 
whatever ot their nelarious business, and 
aie not even notified to cease oflending- 
They may continue t«> endure the open and 
notorious daily 4. awing of lotteries by 
Chines.-, which whi.es and Mongols alike 
patronize. 
They' me».- endure yet awhile 
th e shame that gambling realms are main­ 
tained in the city in d* fiance of law—State 
and municipal—and darnite th e fact that 
it has been demonstrated that, ivhen the of- , 
ficers choose, they can supj ress these* resorts, 1 


But the people will not,s annot aflbrd to 
suffer the ignom iny tliat^.ttaelrcs to the 
reputation of being a corrup ¡-jury-coonty 
a thieves’ delivery and a bin_;lar’s refuge.

remarkable 
prescience; a keen analyist of character; 
a natural leader of met*.; a masterful chief 
in political action, who led with fearless­ 
ness yet with caution; who measured ad­ 
versaries accurately, and whose foresight, 
'mental equilibrium and sagacity made him 
a foe to be feared and a leader to be re­ 
spected and honored. 
It is the fate of most fearless, confident 
and conscientious men who lead, to be mis­ 
judged by seme and maligned by others. 
In some respect- W illiam If. Parks, of all 
the brilliant leaders in the Republican 
party in this State, was the target for the 
most alnh-e and the object of the most cruel 
assaults. It seemed at onetim e tobe treated 
by a portion ot the partial press as a pub­ 
lic offense that he entertained the honor­ 
able ambition to serve his State and devote 
his energies to her welfare. 
Some of the 
press, for reasons that have never fully 
developed, was especially malignant in its 
assaults at the tim e that Mr. Parks in con­ 
nection with the present Chief Justice of 
the Fupreme Court and a prominent c iti­ 
zen of Sacrame nto, were of the I >rainage 
Commission. 
He api>eare<l to ba .singled 
out after accepting that high trust for the 
most merciless attacks, and thereafter and 
until his retiracy from public life, partial 
influences continued to couple his name 
with inuendoes and to refer to his labor for 
the State in expressions that were nothing 
less than insulting. 
Nothing more sig­ 
nally indicated the character of the man 
than the fact that these shafts fell from 
him like blows iqion invincible coats of 
steel. 
H is course was never affected by 
th em ; once entered upon, lie pursued it 
utterly regardless of vicious assaults. Such 
things never disturbed his equanimity or 
caused him to waver. 
Rarely indeed did 
they call from him remark or reply. 
It 
was sufficient for him to know his duty to 
insure its faithful discharge, 110 matter 
what opposing forces beset the way. 


H e lived down calumny and rose superior 
to malicious slander, as only great charac­ 
ters can. 
In all the whirl and bustle and 
contention in which he took part in molding 
State policy and building social conditions 
into a fabric of permaney and symmetry, 
his integrity remained unshaken. 
To 
those who 
knew him 
intim ately, his 
character revealed itself as that of one of 
tlie most loveable of men, pure of thought, 
self respecting, true as steel, brave and 
patriotic to the degree of enthusiasm of 
which heroes are liurn. As great structures 
develop their architectural grandeur only 
from a distance, so with the recession 0* 
time great characters rise loftier, their 
minor blemishes of humanity being lost in 
the view of the completeness of 
the 
symmetrical whole. 
The character of 
Wm. If. Parks will, under such a test, rise 
bolderand nobler, as the [icople contemplate 
the career and ambition, and hopes and 
aims and devotion of tlie man. 
H is com­ 
munity, the confidence of which he en­ 
joyed in so high a degree, and that so often 
during so many years manifested its faith 
in him by committing to him great trusts, 
will feel his death to be a severe blow. 
The State has lost, hut that community 
has lost more, and will mourn his untimely 
taking oil with the depth and sincerity 
that only high characters and manly at­ 
tributes invoke.

If the end and aim of the laws of Eng­ 
land is “ to get twelve honest nten in the 
jury box,” it is to be hoped the mother 
country has 
more 
successfully accom­ 
plished the purpose o f her legal system 
than the law of this country has done for 
.Sacramento county. 
W e now and then 
have an honest jury here, but in criminal 
cases, where the stake is worth the fight­ 
ing, it is becoming more and more rare for 
a panel to be so pure as to rise superior to 
suspicion. 
It has long 
been known 
that some 
jurors in this county have been unsafe 
for the people. 
It 
has 
long 
been a 
moral conviction that our juries in crini 
inal cases were more often than not 


ROTTEN TO THE CORE. 
But it has not been a matter of legal cer­ 
tainty; and hence, even at this time, it 
is 
next 
to 
impossible 
to 
so 
fix 
responsibility 
as 
to 
nail 
the 
ear.» of delinquent and conniving officials 
to the door posts of truth. 
It may not be 
possible to do this now, but at least the 
facts may be stated upon such a general 
plan as to put upon inquiry those whose 
duty it is to go to the bottom of the foul 
nest, and scourge tfie unclean with the 
open light of public scorn and loathing. 
The notes we give herewith are intended 
to sh ow : 
That confessed criminals go free. 
That the machinery of the law is so used 
as to favor the escape of the guilty rather 
than to Eecure their conviction. 
That the Judges of the Courts are power­ 
less to prevent the outrages. 
That jury lists have been chosen for the 
Courts with carelessness, if not with culpa­ 
ble neglect. 
That tiiere«are classes known as profes­ 
sional jurymen 
and 
professional 
jury 
brokers. 
That jurors put themselves in the way of 
being chosen on panels for the express 
purpose of serving criminals instead of the 
State. 
That there is sufficient cumulative evi­ 
dence to justify the moral conviction that 
jurors are bribe 1 ; that in drawing jurors 
frauds may be and are perpetrated; that 
behind all this rottenness there is to be 
found the chicane of political intrigue, the 
greed for place, and the i«ower of bossism of 
vari--11» kinds. 
THE CASEY CASE. 
In this case, the defendant sines his trial 
makes no denial of having committed the 
robbery of the rooms in the Golden Eagle 
Hotel. 
H e seems to enjoy the joke of his 
acquittal about as well as any one else who 
is acquainted with the facts.' He lias even 
been so considerate as to express his entire 
willingness to furnish a statement showing 
the amount taken from each room bur­ 
glarized, so that a proper pro rata disposi­ 
tion can 
be 
made 
of 
the 
unspent 
fnuds found in his possession. 
During his 
trial he criticized the testimony of one of 
the victims in his statement of his loss, 
and suggested that he had been guilty of 
an exaggeration, as liis room had “ panned 
o u t” a lesser amount. 
Some of the jr.rors 
seem to have been much influenced by 
sympathy for his wife; but her own criti­ 
cism now seems to be that the lawyers had 
not enough foresight to divide the money 
among them and leave the victims out iii 
the cold. 
It is a matter of bitter hum ilia­ 
tion to the prosecuting officers that this 
man is permitted to leave the city. 


CARRYING WÍTH HIM TnE INSTRUMENTS OF 
HIS CRIME. 
I’ossibly a more Gomplete burglar’s outfit 
has never been brought into this countv, 
and a trial 6f his keys while tliev remained 
in the possession of the authorities in sev­ 
eral locks' demonstrated that their con­ 
struction was almost perfect. 
The general impression among those who 
are experienced in the detection of crime, 
and whose life study has been in that direc­ 
tion, is that 
Casey 
is a 
member of 
a 
gang 
of 
accomplished 
hotel 
rob­ 
bers whose ramifications are 
extended 
over most 01" the States iu the Union. Cer­ 
tain it. is in liis case that in three of the 
cities of California the same class of bur­ 
glaries have been perpetrated during the 
time lie was iti those cities. 
He seems to 
he fastidious—selects as victims onlv men 
of prominence. Significantly at Oakland, 
during a recent political campaign, while 
Casev was in town, ex-Govetnors Booth 
and Perkins and others found thc-mselves 
poorer in the morning than when thev fiad 
retired the night before 
By 11 coincidence, 
the Oakland officers suspected Casey of the 
crime, and when, daring the late 8tate Fair 
i-n i before the Golden' Eagle burglaries, 
detective Holland met C-asey at the track’ 
he suggested to our officers that if any 
rooms In hotels were robbed it would be a 
pious idea to baul Casey up and subject bis 
effects to an examination. 
W hen the rob­ 
beries occurred that suggestion w as acted 
upon. Casey was placed under arrest, ami, 
upon examination, his effects revealed the

THE TOOLS AND SWAG WERE FOUND AMONG

There has probably been no other case 
in the history of our criminal jurispru 
denco where such absurd explanations of 
the possession of these implements of crime 
have been accepte.d by juries, and that, too, 
in the face of the testimony of gentlemen 
well known in the com munity of confes­ 
sions made by the criminal himself.

As much as possible. Spectators at all 
criminal trials, especially in this county, 
are largely of that class that associate with 
the criminal elem ent; ’* they have a fellow 
feeling that makes them wondrous kind,” 
and lose no opportunity to discredit the 
testimony of officials and suggest the in 
nocenee o f the defendant in the presence 
of jurymen, and this has its effect when 
backed by a public press. This was very 
noticeable in the Casey case.

THE TRIAL OF THOMAS II. REYNOLDS 
For the embezzlement of moneys in the 
Secretary of State's office was' another 
instance of how judicial proceedings can be 
manipúlame!. 
In that case, it will be 
recollected, that the notes of testimony fur­ 
nished to the prosecuting officers by the 
Court reporter, and the private notes for 
argument made by the District Attorney, 
disappeared 0:1 separate occasions and never 
since have been seen.

Francisco and the oldest Sheriffs in the 
State have openly stated that, as matters 
now stand in Sacramento county, no con­ 
viction can be had in any case where the 
defendant can raise $100, and the records of

give credence to that statement. 
It is very

THE TROl 1ILE COMMENCES AT TI1E 
FOUN­ 
TAIN-HEAD. 
The law provides that in January of each 
year the Superior Judges shall make an 
order designating the number of grand and 
trial jurors necessary lor the transaction of 
business; that the Board of Supervisors 
shall select the names; that the persons so 
selected shall be assessed, their names on 
the last assessment roll, a citizen voter, 
shall be free Irom ground of exemption, of 
good moral character, etc. 
It has been the custom of the Super­ 
visors, instead of making their selections 
in open Board, to delegate the selection of 
So names to each of the five members, 400 
being the total. That these selections have 
been carelessly made has been 
demon­ 
strated repeatedly. 
Of the fifty last drawn 
from the box, six were not on the assess­ 
ment roll, and the name of one fortunate 
individual was dug out three times, and

last six years a sprinkling ot the names ot 
the same persons constantly appear as 
jurors. They openlv say that they solicited 
that they might be placed upon the list, 
and they justify their act by claiming that 
business and working men have too much 
to do to attend to jury duty, and as they 
have the tim e and inclination to serve, they 
say they do so to accommodate the better 
element. 
No instance has vet been known 
where one of these men ever had an opin­ 
ion. and it seems a little inconsistent that, 
with 
their abundance of leisure, they 
failed to keep pace with events as they are 
recorded from day to day in the public 
press, and hence are never disqualified to 
sit in any case. 
It has happened in very many instances 
that members of the same co-partnership 
have been drawn in the same panel, and 
occasionally two blood relations in a family, 
despite the law to the contrary. 
IT IS NOTORIOUS 
That there arc men in this State who are 
jury-brokers, go-betw. -ns. and that we 
Lave a delegation of them in Sacramento 
is borne out by the results of criminal trials 
and in civil eases, and by the whole line of 
facts cited. 
It is an evidence of corruption 
that 
there 
. are 
men 
returned 
to 
the 
Courts 
as 
jurors who 
indus­ 
triously nut 
themselves in the way of 
“ one side ” of a 
case, and give it to 
understand that their inclinations are “ that 
way,” that they will be safe men to take. 
Once in the jury box, these fellows go for 
the side that lias the coin. 
It is said by 
those who pretend to know that in cases 
in minor Courts certain parties have fur­ 
nished lists to otficeis of persons to sum ­ 
mon as jurors, and that iu such cases the 
lists invariably come from the defendant's 
side. 
It is understood tin t tlie Judges have no 
power to check the corruption complained 
of, for they have 110 right to interfere with 
theSnpervisors, and no power <0 discharge 
jurors except on application and a legal ex­ 
cuse. 
Jt has been a matter of suspicion, if 
not of absolute conviction, with the Judges 
that 
CORRUPTION AMONG JURORS 
Has been prolific in Sacramento county. 
They do not express themselves, but we 
believe that if compelled to do so, they 
could make some very significant state­ 
ments. 
Concerning the Supervisors it is 
not to be interred tiiat they have corrnptlv 
“ put u p ” lists, because there is not evi­ 
dence of such criminality ; but there is 
evidence, as has been cited, of carelessness 
of a gross order: it is also true that they 
may

contemplating 
fraud; so, too, they may be “ used ” by 
jury brokets and bosses adroitly to secure 
the li-t iig of juiors, and be really ignor­ 
ant of the use thal has been made of them. 
But at the leart, the carelessness, the lack 
ot rigor, strictness and caution, arc inex 
disable in »up--tors as in the case of any 
other officers, 
if the Board of Supervisors 
desires, it can by scrutiny, bv careful exer­ 
cise of their sacred prerogative, select per­ 
sons to serve as jurors that will absolutely 
exclude even the suspicion o f fraud, or (if 
jilry-broking. 
That this is not done, and 
that in consequence there is corruption, is 
the fault of the Supe'rvisors, and of the 
Supervisors alone.
